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Highway  to  Alaska  Would  Admit  Tourists  to  Stikine 
River  Scenes 

A  MOVEMENT  has  been  organized  to  encourage  the  building  of  a  United 
States-to-Alaska  highway.  Such  a  road  would  require  the  cooperation  of 
Canada,  although  a  large  part  of  the  Canadian  section  of  the  proposed  highway  has 
been  finished. 

Tourists  can  now  travel  by  automobile  through  the  rugged  beauties  of  British 
Columbia  as  far  north  as  Hazelton,  which  is  within  a  hundred  miles  of  the  Alaska 
“Panhandle.” 

Some  of  the  wildest  and  least  spoiled  country  of  North  America  would  be 
opened  to  the  camjier  by  an  Alaska-United  States  highway.  Of  these  regions  the 
Stikine  River  district  is  typical. 

The  Stikine  River  Is  "100  Miles  of  Yosemite” 

Between  gold  rushes  the  Stikine  country  is  buried  in  the  magnificence  of  its 
f)wn  scenery  and  under  the  blanket  of  quiet  that  Nature  lays  on  its  peaks  and  valleys. 
When  a  rush  is  on,  any  Indian  can  sell  back  labor  at  peak  prices,  food  is  at  a  pre¬ 
mium,  a  dog  that  can  pull  a  sled  is  worth  a  good-sized  nugget,  and  a  canoe  will  sell  at 
a  margin  that  would  turn  a  profiteer’s  eyes  emerald  green. 

Adventurous  travelers  who  make  their  way  up  Stikine  River  are  privileged  to 
view  sights  that  ought  to  arouse  even  the  jaded  scenery  sense  of  a  sour-dough  pros- 
liector.  John  Muir,  chronicler  p>ar  excellence  of  the  Pacific  coast,  wrote  that  the 
Stikine  River  was  100  miles  of  Yosemite.  He  counted  more  than  100  glaciers 
within  view  from  the  river  and  300  more  within  close  range.  The  tall  peaks  at 
Wrangel  for  this  swift  river  are  the  gate-jwsts  of  the  vast  canyon  whose  walls  rise 
3,000  to  5,000  feet.  Here  and  there  are  small  glaciers,  small  at  least  from  the 
river,  blue  in  the  sun,  and  tacked  like  patches  of  sky  on  dull  mountain  slopes. 

Then  there  are  greater  glaciers,  the  Dirt  Glacier,  and  the  Big  Stikine  Glacier, 
which  pushes  through  rock  w'alls  two  miles  apart  to  spread  out  in  a  great  fan  six 
miles  across.  This  fan  is  a  fountain  of  rushing  rivers.  The  Dirt  Glacier,  second 
in  size,  is  named  for  its  streaked  face  showing  gravel  and  stone  that  has  been  scooped 
off  the  mountain  and  inlaid  in  ice. 

Most  Deadly  of  Routes  During  the  Yukon  Rush 

There  is  a  glacier  on  the  bank  opposite  the  Big  Stikine  Glacier  and  two  tradi¬ 
tions  support  the  belief  that  these  two  rivers  of  ice  once  met  and  that  the  real  river 
flowed  through  a  tunnel  under  the  grai)pling  arms  of  the  two  giants.  One  tradition 
holds  that  the  Indians,  living  on  the  upper  reaches,  decided  that  there  must  be  an¬ 
other  land  beyond  this  glacier  wall  because  salmon  came  up  the  river.  They  chose 
two  of  their  oldest  men,  since  they  must  die  anyway,  to  run  the  tunnel.  As  the 
tribe  watched  they  disappeared  into  the  ice  cavern  only  to  return  a  few  days  later 
to  report  another  world  beyond.  The  second  tradition  is  that  an  Indian  became 
tired  of  his  wife  so  he  put  her  in  a  boat  and  started  her  down  the  mysterious  passage 
under  the  glacier.  Imagine  his  surprise  a  few  days  later  when  the  banished  wife, 
having  paddled  out  of  the  tunnel,  came  home  safe  and  sound,  fat  and  healthy. 

Usually  the  people  of  the  Stikine  River  are  treated  to  a  heavy  but  brief  flood 
once  a  year.  “Flood  glacier  has  broken  loose  again,”  they  say  when  high  water

Travel  where  you  will  you  cannot  escape  them.  Tokyo’s  fad  for  atsu  keiki  re' 
veals  the  Japanese  discovery  of  hot  griddle  cakes,  American  style. 

Berlin  docks  to  its  first  elaborate  soda  fountain  for  nut  sundaes  served  by 
snappy  soda  “jerkers.” 

Moscow  admires  its  first  bright  red  gasoline  filling  station.  Movies  persuade 
Javanese  and  Brazilians  alike  that  life  without  sanitary  plumbing  is  unthinkable. 
American  automobiles  have  spread  the  gospel  of  mass  production  and  have  in 
fluenced  some  European  countries  to  change  from  “left-of-way”  to  “right-of-way” 
driving.  The  excellence  of  the  dental  schools  in  the  United  States  attracts  students 
from  all  over  the  world  who  return  to  their  people  as  ambassadors  of  the  fine  old 
American  custom  of  brushing  teeth. 

Orientals  Retune  Their  Ears  to  Occidental  8-Note  Scale 

Typewriters  have  pioneered  the  way  for  a  whole  battalion  of  office  equipment 
devices  which  have  converted  many  people-  to  doing  business  according  to  Ameri¬ 
can  methods.  The  phonograph  has  made  jazz  a  “world  folk  song,”  and  is  retun¬ 
ing  the  oriental  ear  to  the  occidental  8-note  scale.  Meanwhile  the  millions  won  by 
Dempsey  and  Tunney  prompt  young  men,  white,  yellow,  brown,  black  or  red,  with 
two  good  fists,  to  try  them  out  and,  incidentally,  equip  themselves  with  the  neces¬ 
sary  “g^m”  shoes  and  boxing  gloves  from  the  “land  of  ring  champions.” 

As  long  as  the  United  States  remained  a  raw  products  source,  selling  only  cotton, 
com,  wheat,  copper,  and  oil,  the  world  went  its  own  way.  That  way  was  to  follow 
French  fashions  in  women’s  clothes,  jewelry  and  perfume ;  practice  trade  by  Eng¬ 
lish  methods ;  and  to  look  to  Germany  for  science  and  music.  But  American  in¬ 
vention  and  mass  production  have  turned  the  United  States  into  a  manufacturing 
and  distributing  nation.  The  value  of  the  annual  exports  of  the  United  States  has 
passed  the  $5,000,000,000  mark. 

Strange  things  happen  when  American  products  penetrate  foreign  countries. 
One  of  our  important  exports  is  kerosene  oil,  much  of  which  goes  to  the  Orient. 
Kerosene  lamps,  disappearing  in  America,  are  the  height  of  luxury  in  China,  where 
they  replace  smoky,  dim,  vegetable  oil  lamps.  The  early-to-bed  and  early-to-rise 
Chinese  now  stay  up  at  night  working  by  California  kerosene  oil  on  Chinese  rugs 
for  American  floors. 
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bursts  upon  them,  generally  along  in  August.  Muir  found  out  what  happened. 
Tributary  glaciers  pour  in  behind  Dirt  Glacier  and  form  a  large,  deep  lake.  As  the 
summer  goes  on  the  lake  gets  bigger  and  bigger.  Finally  the  natural  dam  breaks 
and  down  comes  the  flood. 

There  were  three  routes  to  the  Yukon  during  the  frantic  rush  that  broke  at  the 
time  of  our  war  against  Spain;  one  up  the  Yukon  from  its  mouth,  another  from 
Skagway  through  White  Horse  Pass  and  finally  the  Stikine  to  Telegraph  Creek 
and  thence  across  country  to  the  Yukon’s  headwaters.  The  Stikine,  though  pop¬ 
ular  at  first,  was  the  most  deadly  of  all.  Hundreds  of  stampeders  mushing  up 
the  river  were  caught  in  the  soft  ice  of  spring.  Those  who  came  on  boats  later 
had  a  heart-breaking  journey  across  the  150  miles  of  alternate  swamp  and  rock  to 
the  Yukon.  It  cost  tremendously  in  animal  life ;  dogs,  horses,  oxen  and  goats,  and 
some  in  human  life.

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American-made  lewing  machine*,  automobile*  and  safety  razor*  have 
changed  the  habit*  of  people*  throughout  the  world  (See  Bulletin  No.  2). 
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Kerosene  commonly  sells  abroad  in  five-gallon  cans  that  have  become  a  uni¬ 
versal  bucket  from  Kamchatka  to  Dakar.  Water  from  the  wells  of  Beersheba, 
where  Abraham  and  Sarah  drank,  still  quenches  the  thirst  of  desert  travelers  of 
to-day,  but  now  the  water  is  drawn  up  in  American  oil  cans.  Arab  villagers  in 
North  Africa  have  folded  up  their  tents  and  have  built,  by  skillful  use  of  flattened 
kerosene  containers,  tin-can  towns,  and  at  night  the  tin  houses  are  lighted  with 
tin-can  lanterns  fashioned  by  native  craftsmen. 

Sometimes  other  peoples  have  not  brought  their  customs  abreast  of  their 
American  purchases.  Natives  in  parts  of  Africa  use  running  pants  for  shirts, 
thrusting  their  arms  through  the  pants’  legs,  while  in  China  garters  are  sometimes 
worn  for  ornamental  rather  than  for  useful  purposes.  A  traveler  to  Borneo  reports 
finding  a  local  potentate  in  an  electrically  lighted  and  refrigerated  palace  that  housed 
a  fleet  of  expensive  automobiles  which  the  native  ruler  could  only  drive  to  and 
fro  on  a  mile  and  a  half  of  specially  constructed  road. 

An  American  manufacturer  was  mystified  at  large  orders  from  a  South  Amer¬ 
ican  country  for  pearl  buttons  sewed  on  squares  of  red  flannel  until  the  Department 
of  Commerce  found  out  for  him  that  the  native  Indian  women  did  not  use  the 
buttons  as  such  but  sewed  the  entire  squares  on  their  dresses.  Yet  they  were  more 
logical  than  the  prosperous  Chinese  merchant  who  installed  four  pianos  in  the  four 
corners  of  his  “parlor”  although  neither  he  nor  any  member  of  his  family  could 
play  a  note.
